Syria, however, dug in its heels 
and failed to respond to repeated 
high-level Saudi overtures during 
the past 10 days. In the end, the 
Saudis were forced to make do with 
a Syrian assurance that they would 
discuss the plan “in a brotherly 
spirit” while making it clear tha 
they could not afford to com- 
promise on point seven. - 

To have done so would have 
revealed the extent of Syria's sub- 
servience to its Saudi paymaster and 
would have made a mockery of its 
claim to leadership of the Arab con- 
frontation states. 

The Saudis were no more succes- 
sful with the PLO, despite chairman 
Yasser Arafat’s initial cautious sup- 
port Tor the plan. Great pressure 
was brought to bear on Arafat, who 
was called to Riyadh twice in the 
past three weeks. 

But in the end, the Saudis were 
apparently forced to accept that 
Arafat was unable to overrule the 
PLO executive committee, which

Israel seen 
rejecting 
EEC terms

Israel is not rushing to fort. ally re- 
ject the terms laid down by Britain , 
Holland, France and Italy for their 
participation in the multinational 
force to police the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty in Sinai. But govern- 
ment sources still say privately that 
the cabinet will announce a formal 
rejection when it considers the 
Europeans’ statements at its next 
meeting. 

This cautious but- basically 
negative tone was voiced by 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday when he told visiting 
American Jewish correspondents 
that the Europeans’ statements had 
“not made it easier for Israel to 
decide.” 

Australia informed Israel and 
Egypt yesterday that it is ready to 
participate in the force — but only 
if Israel accepts the Europeans' par- 
ticipation. Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser said in Canberra it would be. 
a tragedy if Israel rejected the Euro- 
pean ofTer. 

Australia offered to send 
helicopters, transport planes, and 
300 personnel for the Multinational 
Force and Observers in Sinai. Egypt 
yesterday warmly welcomed 
Australia's announcement. 

Labour’s Abba Eban MK called 
on the government last night to 
“pursue further clarifications’* with 
the Europeans in the hope of 
“finding a basis that would enable 
them to take part.” But Eban, too, 
held that “at the present moment, 
there is no basis,” and called the 
European statements “gratuitous 
and clumsy.” 

The four European countries is- 
sued a series of statements on Mon- 
day, one of which explicitly linked 
participation in the force with their 
Venice Declaration of 1980. That 
document called for PLO involve- 
ment in the peace process. 

Eban noted that such references 
are “really not connected at all with 
the functioning of the force, and 
therefore complicate the situation 
unnecessarily.”

Israeli leads 
seamen’s 
strike in US.

HAIFA. — Strike leadership has 
apparently become Israel’s latest 
know-how export. 

Adam Chisik of the Marine Of- 
ficers Union, who is the local in- 
spector of the International Federa- 
tion .of Transport Workers (ITF), 
was appointed last week by the 
American National Maritime Union 
to lead a strike of foreign seamen on 
board a Greek-owned freighter in 
New Orleans, to back their demand 
for. ITF pay rates. Chisik, who has 
wide experience in strikes, was suc- 
cessful and the owners paid up 
shortly after he called the strike, it 
was learned. 

The ship, {Captain Antonis, flying 
the Panamanian flag of convenience 
had called at Haifa last month. The 
crew at that time appealed to Chisik 
for ITF backing for their wage de- 
mands. Chisik informed the owners 
that he would hold up the ship 
pending settlement of a claim of 
592,000 the crew claimed as back 
pay. 

However, he agreed to let the 
ship sail to its next port of call. New 
Orleans, in return for a 520,000 
bank guarantee and the owners' 
commitment to fly him to New 
Orleans to settle the dispute there. 
- On arrival last week, the owners 
reportedly informed Chisik that 
they could npt pay the sum 
demanded. The ITF then em- 
powered him to act on its behalf, in 
view of Chisik’s strike experience. 
Chisik called the men out and the 
owners then settled. He is due back 
home this week.

2-hour warning strike 
by Egged this morning

TEL AVIV. — Egged decided last 
night to hold a warning strike today 
from 9 a.m. until 1 1 a.m. 

The decision came after the bus 
cooperative's management turned 
down what it called an inadequate 
government proposal to help Egged 
out of its financial straits. 

During the two-hour strike, no 
buses will leave their depots. Buses 
already en route at 9 a.m. will com- 
plete their runs, but buses 
scheduled to depart at that hour will 
depart after 1! a.m. 

Egged says it chose these hours 
for the strike to cause as little in- 
convenience as possible to the 
public. 

Deputy Transport Minister David 
Shiffman, who met yesterday with 
Egged officials, told The Jerusalem 
Post that the cooperative’s refusal 
of the government’s proposals 
meant that it was seeking to press its 
demands by punishing its pas- 
sengers. 

Shiftman also said that, if Egged 
decides to hold an all-out strike, the 
government will take steps so that 
the public will not suffer. He 


declined to elaborate. 

At yesterday’s meeting Shiffman 
offered IS50 million beyond the 
IS160m. that the government had 
previously indicated it was prepared 
to lend the cooperative. 

Egged spokesman Gideon 
Talmor said that the deputy 
minister was not offering them 
anything. The ISSOm., he said, was 
simply subsidies that in any case 
would be coming to Egged in 
another month. 

Talmor said that the total deficit 
of Egged is IS2.3S billion, with bank 
overdraft charges costing 1S350,000 
per day. 

Starting next week. Egged is to 
begin paying Daimler Benz of Ger- 
many some IS52m. per month for 
last year's purchase of 1,150 new 
buses. 


West reacts to Soviet proposal 

Haig, Schmidt 
see hope for 
arms accord 


MEXICO CITY. — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig said 
yesterday that he saw hope for 
“a new and constructive 
dialogue” with the Soviet Union 
on nuclear arms reduction. 

Haig, addressing U.S. embas- 
sy employees during his visit to 
Mexico, said Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev's reply to a 
missile reduction offer by Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan indicated 
“our message is going through.” 
Brezhnev on Monday rejected 
Reagan's proposal for dismantling 
European-range nuclear missiles 
but offered to reduce the number of 
Soviet missiles as a “gesture of good 
will.” 

“Recent discussions I had in New 
York with (Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei) Gromyko also offer some 
hope that a new and constructive 
dialogue is in the offing,” Haig said. 

That meeting at the UN in 
September opened the way for 
U.S. -Soviet arms talks scheduled to 
start next Monday in Geneva. 

In Washington, presidential 
counselor Edwin Meese called 
Brezhnev’s proposals a “step in the 
right direction. ..a hopeful sign.'*- 
In West Germany, where 
Brezhnev and Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt have conducted two days 
of talks on nuclear arms Schmidt 
told a meeting of his fellow Social 
Democrats that he had no doubt 
after his meetings with the Soviet 
leader that Moscow wanted to 
achieve “substantial reductions" of 
medium-range nuclear weapons at 
the forthcoming talks with the U.S. 
(Earlier story, page 4) 

At a news conference yesterday 
irt Bonn, Brezhnev and Schmidt 
acknowledged that there had been 
disagreement between them but 


declared that East-West dialogue 
must continue despite persisting dif- 
ferences. 

Their discussions have con- 
centrated on ways of curbing a 
nuclear weapons build-up in 
Europe. 

Neither gave any indication that 
their positions had come closer. 

“Of course we have differences." 
Brezhnev said. “We did not skirl 
round these differences, but instead 
of trying 10 deepen the trenches we 
tried to build bridges." 

The Soviet president said his 
main conclusion was that efforts 
must be continued to stabilize peace 
and restore an international climate 
of detente and confidence. 

The 74-year-old Brezhnev, whose 
speech was noticeably slurred, said 
he agreed with Schmidt on the need 
to continue top-level contacts. He 
had invited the chancellor to visit 
Moscow — an invitation which 
Schmidt said he had accepted. 

The Soviet president described 
the talks, which covered a total or 
nearly nine hours yesterda> and 
Monday, as “useful". The two sides 
had tried to understand each other 
better, he said. 

Schmidt said he could put his 
signature to every sentence 
Brezhnev had spoken. (AP. Reuter) 

Numeiri adds portfolio 

CAIRO (AP). — Sudanese Presi- 
dent Ja’afar Numeiri yesterday 
made a cabinet reshuffle in which 
he retained the premiership, took 
over the Ministry’ of Agriculture 
and Irrigation portfolio, and kept 
the ministries of Foreign Affairs.

Numeiri fired all his ministers on 
November 9 for what he termed in- 
efficiency.

The strike began on Monday in 
Netanya when workers in the large 
polishing firms walked off the job. 
The workers, paid on a piece-work 
basis, are demanding compensation 
for erosion of their wages. Lately 
most plants have been processing 
mainly small stones, which require 
more work, which means fewer dia- 
monds processed per worker each 
day. 

Three . members of diamond 
polishers works committees in 
Ramat Gan and one other worker 
were arrested yesterday during a 
demonstration near the Diamond 
Exchange and several polishing 
plants. In the course of the protest, 
in which 1,000 workers took part, 
striking workers broke into several 
plants in an attempt to shut them 
down. 

Those arrested were released 
later after workers' representatives 
promised the police that they would 
keep further demonstrations under 
control.

Corfu: El A1 workers may

General Yitzhak Zamir had ruled 
against pay for the strike days, but 
added that he would look into the 
matter. 

The workers also demanded that' 
Corfu dismiss senior executives 
brought into the airline by former 


chairman of the board of directors 
Avraham Shavit. But Corfu lauded 
the management, crediting it with 
“considerable achievements" in 
improving the national carrier’s 
image. 

The minister 'then scolded the 
workers for their strike. 

Meanwhile, the Histadrut in- 
formed El Al works committees that 
it will handle their affairs only if 
they recognize the labour federa- 
tion as “the one and only address 
for representing workers." The 
committees must also decide that 
“decisions of Histadrut institutions 
are binding." the labour federation 
demanded. 


The letter was, written after the 
workers turned to Deputy Prime 
Minister David Levy to settle the 
strike, ignoring the trade union's ap- 
peals to return to the Histadrut. 

But staff committee leader 
Rosenman said he does not intend lo 
take any action in the matter. “We 
never kicked out the Histadrut." he 
said. “It's they who told us to go lo 
David Levy. 


Dissent inside Solidarity as 
strikes continue to spread 


WARSAWvi*:^-. Fifteen influential 
Solidarity members have quit their 
local leadership positions in the in- 
dependent union to protest against 
union leader Lech Walesa's "too- 
con dilatory stand" toward the 
Communist government, it was 
reported. 


The official PAP news agency 
said Anrzcj Gwiazda, Solidarity's 
former No. 2 man and a chief 
ideologist of the 9.5-million member 
union, was among those who 
resigned on Monday. Union 
sources, however, said none of the 
15 was a member of the union's rul- 
ing presidium, and none has actual- 
ly left the union itself. 

The sources said the 15 were up- 
set with Walesa's handling of 
negotiations with the government 
on ways to deal with the country's 
social and economic problems. 

The resignations followed an an- 
nouncement by Walesa that the 
talks with the government would 
continue despite a current 
deadlock. 


Warsaw newspapers .’reported, a 
similar shakeup within the 
leadership of the farmers* union 
Rural Solidarity that spared only its 
head, Jan Kulaj. from a vote of no 
confidence. 

Solidarity officials in Warsaw also 
reported that strikes had spread to 
73 of the country’s 91 institutions of 
higher education, and that farmers 
had begun new sit-ins to protest 
agricultural policies. 

They said taxi drivers throughout 
Poland were on a strike alert to 
pressure the government to talk 
with them about petrol shortages. 

Warsaw shopkeepers are 
threatening to strike today to de- 
mand better police protection and 
to protest media reports blaming 
them for food shortages. 

Some 1.700 oil workers in 
Krosno, southeastern Poland, began 
an indefinite strike yesterday to 
back demands that their enterprise 
should be turned into a self- 
managed, profit-making operation, 
local Solidarity officials said. IAP. 
Reuter)

tain or France evinced any interest 
or willingness to participate. If Italy 
does come in, it will provide small 
naval units for the MFO. 


The chances of “clarifications" 
or revisions in the EEC statements 
are considered slim. Bui one faclor 
that could still strongly influence 
Israel's decision is the American 
stand. In Washington yesterday, the 
State Department refused lo say if is 
it is actually urging Israel not to re- 
ject European participation. The 
spokesman would only no his 
“warm welcome" of the European 
and Australian decisions to par- 
ticipate, and refused to comment on 
the Europeans' accompanying 
statements. 


Some observers in Jerusalem 
have speculated on a possible link 
between America's desire to hu\e 
the Europeans in the MFO and the 
ongoing negotiations with Israel 
over strategic cooperation (an ac- 
cord is to be signed early next 
week). But highly placed officials 
said the U.S. has not itself made any 
such connection.

‘Murder weapon’ was ‘clean’ 
when expert first saw it 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — The police bal- 
listics expert whose testimony 
helped convict Solomon Abu of 
murder 1 1 years ago could not ex- 
plain yesterday how ihe barrel of 
the gun he said was Lhe weapon 
used had appeared “clean" when he 
first examined it. 

The brief comment written in the 
working notebook of Aharon 
Bergman was not included in his 
written evidence during Abu's 
original trial, but its disclosure this 
year led the Supreme Court to grant 
a retrial, now taking place in Tel 
Aviv District Court. Abu has been 
in prison since 1970 for the murder 
of Aharon Maliah and Ezra Shem 
Tov Mizrahi, on Rehov ADenby in 
Tel Aviv. 

Questioned by defence attorney 
Dror Hoter-Yishai, Bergman dis- 
played what he said were the bullets 
used in the 1970 shooting and their 
shells, and looking at them throughl 
a magnifying glass, testified that a 
recent re-examination had con- 
firmed his original finding: that they 
were fired by a Beretta pistol found 
near the scene of the murder. 

But the witness was unable to say 


exactly why he wrote in hi 
notebook that the gun's barrel ap 
peared to be free of any carbon 
residue which would normally be 
present after firing, “There are two 
possiblities," he said: “Either I er 
red — and that is possible, since the 
comment was not based on an ob 
jective test — or someone cleaned 
the pistol before it got to me." He 
thought trie second possiblity un 
likely. 

Asked repeatedly about the sub- 
ject, Bergman said that he has never 
encountered another instance 
which a recently fired gun barrel 
looked clean. He also recalled that 
the outside of the weapon had 
grease on it — another fact men 
tioned in his notebook but not 
brougjht to the 'original trial — 
which defence lawyers called 
significant fact. There were no iden 
trfiable fingerprints found on Lhe 
gun. 

Meanwhile, Bergman said, the 
pistol has been- examined by ano 
ther - expert, whose findings, con- 
firmed the original conclusion. The 
trial will continue on an undisclosed 
future date. 


Police search for four escapees 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Continuing the 
recent wave of jailbreaks. two men 
escaped from the Ramie police 
lockup on Monday evening. One. 
David Ben-David, 19, was ap- 
prehended within the hour but his 
friend. David Yosef, 19, is still al 
large. 

Also at large are two escapees 
who fled from the Abu Kabir lock- 
up last week. In that breakout six 
prisoners escaped from .Ifietr .celfi 
but four have been apprehended. 


The commander of the Abu 
Kabir lockrtip and his deputy have 
been sent home on enforced leave. 

Police arc also seeking Ya'acov 
Shemesh, who escaped a fortnight 
ago from the Abu Kabir lockup. 
This was his second escape from 
police custody within three months. 
Shemesh is suspected of involve 
ment in a jewelry robbery.

Acre man held in Nulman murder case 


HAIFA (Itim). — .The suspect in 
the murder two months ago of 12- 
year-old Yisrael Nulman was 
remanded for on additional 10 days 
yesterday, and the ban removed on 
publication of his identity — Moshe 
Aaariya, 21, of Acre — and details 
of the case. He has already been 
detained for 60 days. 

Judge Gershon David ac- 
cepted the police statement that ad- 
ditional lime was needed to com- 
plete various tests connected with 
the evidence. David also ordered 
that, during the 10-day extension of 
the remand, the suspect should be 
examined psychologically. 

According to the police, Azariya 
was arrested on September 26 on 


suspicion of having sexually at- 
tacked a girl of 15 in Kiryat Haim. 
The possibility that he was involved 
in the Nulman murder arose dur- 
ing the police probe of the Kiryat 
Haim case. Nul man's body was 
found on September 16 in a ravine 
near the Abba Khoushy Community 
Centre, a short distance from his 
parents' home in the Yizraelia 
quarter. 

The Haifa district attorney’s of- 
fice told the Mgisirales' Court that 
it would present a charge sheet 
against Azariya in the next few days. 

When the magistrate allowed 
Azariya to make a statement, he 
only said: “J did not go to the place 
of my own will. I saw a soldier com- 
mit the deed." 


El Arish terrorist sentenced to 15 years 


GAZA (Itim). — A resident of El 
Arish was sentenced to 15 years in 
prison by a military court here for 
membership in a terrorist organiza- 
tion and for entering Israel on a ter- 
rorist mission. 


Yusef Hamid Farouza, 29. an 
Egyptian citizen, was caught last 
June in a routine check at a 
roadblock in northern Sinai with 
three hand grenades in his posses- 


sion and instructions from the PLO 
to throw them at three sites in Tel 
Aviv. 

Farouza worked in the Tel Aviv 
area a number of years ago, but was 
convicted of (heft and served four 
years in prison. When he was 
released, El Arish had reverted to 
Egypt. He was recruited by PLO 
agents when he returned there after 
his release, and (hen slipped across 
the border to carry out his mission.

Comptroller raps 
HU administration 

Jerusalem Port Reporter 
The State Comptroller's Report 
[ on the Hebrew University, 
published yesterday is highly critical 
of various aspects of university ad- 
ministration, includinq some of the 
new construction on Mount Scopus. 

The 116-page report states that 
most of the new Mount Scopus 
budding projects were handed to 
contractors without a tender and 
some were built without permits or 
were changed without a permit. The 
building permits for the student 
hostelsi for example, were received 
by the university some six years 
after their completion. 

The report is also critical of the 
university's posting of represen- 
tatives abroad. The HU has nine 
representatives abroad who raise 
funds and handle foreign students 
wishing to study in Jerusalem. 

According to the report, the 
selection of these emissaries was 
made “without a tender and without 
selection tests.” Some were chosen 
from among university staffers. 

In large measure, according to 
the report, the emissaries are paid in 
, line with the salary benefits scale of 
Treasury representatives abroad. 
The State Comptroller found that in 
1980 some emissaries in Western 
countries earned S3.700 a month in 
direct pay and supplementary al- 
lowances, with one e mis s a ry earning 
$4,000 a month. Like Foreign 
Ministry staffers, the HU emissaries 
paid minimal income tax — IS400- 
500 on $4,000 per month. 

The report is also critical of the 
university's grants policy to stu- 
dents, noting that some students 
received- university aid without' 
proper qualifications.

The angry exchanges between 
spokesmen Kurt Becker and Leonid 
Zamyatin reinforced the impression 
that the two leaders made little 
progress on Monday in seven hours 
of talks towards bridging East-West 
differences, particularly over 
nuclear arms in Europe. 

Becker told a joint press con- 
ference that the chancellor tried 
hard at a private meeting with the 
Soviet leader to persuade Brezhnev 
that President Ronald Reagan was 


seriously interested in disarmament 
negotiations. 

■ “ It has become clear that the 
Soviet leadership cannot correctly 
assess the intention of the American 
administration,” Becker said. 

Zamyatin, a senior Communist 
Party official who regularly acts as 
spokesman for Brezhnev on his 
foreign trips, -immediately con- 
tradicted him. 

“If the West German side has 
drawn such a conclusion from the 
talks, then it is wrong in its assess- 
ment of the Soviet position towards 
the U-S.," Zamyatin said. 

His icy comment wasseen as con- 
firmation that Schmidt's efforts to 
act as interpreter of U-S. policy 
made little impression on his 


Kremlin guests. 

The atmosphere at the press con- 
ference became acrimonious when 
Zamyatin took exception to a com- 
pliment by Becker about the 
•‘physical assurance" with which 
the 74-year-old Soviet leader had 
carried out a taxing programme. 

Zamyatin retorted that the Soviet 
party leader was in good health and 
that Becker's remark was “not cor- 
rect.” 

Becker also hinted that Bonn was 
unimpressed by Brezhnev’s 
renewed offer to cut the number of 
Soviet medium-range missiles in 
Europe if NATO called off the plan- 
ned deployment of American 
Pershing and Cruise missiles from 
1983. 


Privately, West German officials 
were less diplomatic. They recalled 
that the offer, dubbed by Brezhnev 
as “a new important element in our 
position,” had- been made, by 
Moscow several times before over 
the past two years. 


fn Paris, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said -France regards 
Brezhnev’s offer as “appearing not 
very different from previous . of- 
fers.” 


In Washington, presidential 
counselor Edwin Meese yesterday 
called the Soviet’s latest arms 
reduction proposal a “step in the 
right direction ... a hopeful sign that 
they toO will negotiate in good 
faith.”

Afghan rebels step up attacks in Kabul 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Afghan 
rebels have stepped up their attacks 
in Kabul over the past week, in- 
cluding rocketing the city’s luxury 
Intercontinental Hotel.’ Western 
diplomatic sources in New Delhi 
said yesterday. 


The rocket blasts broke windows 
of houses near the hotel, but there 
were no details of casualties or 
damage to the hotel itself, the 
sources said. 


They said the hotel was probably 
attacked because visiting delegates 
of the Afro-Asian People’s. 


Solidarity Organization were stay- 
ing there. 

On the same day as the rocket at- 
tack last Saturday, four bombs ex- 
ploded near a road along which the 
delegates were being driven in 
Kabul, the sources said. 

They said the increase in the 
numbers of explosions in Kabul in- 
dicated the rebels might have 
switched to urban terrorism in the 
city as part of their tactics. 

They also said Soviet forces in 
Kabul had reacted vigorously to the 
blasts and other attacks, increasing 
the number of patrols in the capital.

Soviet exile Viktor Korchnoi in 
Merano. Italy, last week to retain 
his title for another three years, had 
been honoured for his “outstanding 
accomplishments in chess."

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Polish plane hijacker 
outwits the police 


WARSAW (Reuter). — Anti- 
terrorist police- rushed to Gdansk 
Airport to capture a hijacker, but 
missed their man when the plane he 
had commandeered stopped on the 
wrong section of the runway, the 
Communist Party daily Trybuna 
Ludu said yesterday. 

The newspaper said the hijacker 
fled Monday night after the plane 
taxied to a halt some two kilometres 
from where police were waiting in 
the darkness. 

The plane, a Soviet-built Antonov 
24 of the Polish Airlines Lot. was on 
a domestic flight from Warsaw to 
Gdansk when it was hijacked. 

Official reports on Monday night 
said the hijacker had threatened to 
blow up the plane, presumably to 
force the pilot to fly to West Berlin, 
the destination of a spate of recent 
hijackings.

Study cites way to prevent cretinism 


BOSTON (AP). — A drop of blood 
frpm the heel can show whether a 
newborn baby surfers from a 
retardation- causing disease known 
as cretinism and the illness can be 
largely prevented if doctors act on 
the blood-tes results, a study says. 


“It certainly can be controlled," 
Dr. Robert Klein of Dartmouth 
Medical School said of the afflic- 
tion, which causes deformity as well 
as retardation. 


Blood tests for the disease have 
become widespread in the past five 
years for newborns in the U.S. 

The new study says the tests give 
doctors enough warning to start 
drag therapy before the children 
become irreversibly damaged. 

For four years, Klein watched the 
progress of 63 youngsters whose dis- 
ease was spot Led early -by the New 
England Regional Hypothyroidism 


Screening Programme. Klein, who 
coordinated the study, published 
the findings in the current issue of 
the British medical journal Lancet. 

Cretinism or hypothyroidism, is 
an inherited disease that occurs 
when a child’s thyroid glands do not 
produce enough of a hormone cal- 
led thyroxine, it strikes one in every 
4,000 children. 

The 63 youngsters' disorders were 
spotted within three weeks of their 
births, and they were given daily 
oral doses of thyroxine. By age 
three or four, their IQs averaged 
106, which is normal. Without the 
treatment, Klein said their IQs 
would have been about 80. 

However, he said the medical 
treatment does not prevent signs as 
thick lips and a protruding longue. 
These youngsters account for about 
4 per cent of all victims of the dis- 
ease.

Whatever the precise situation,

licencing authorities about what we 
knew even though we had come 
into possession of the information 
only through our professional con- 
tacts with die patient?

ALTHOUGH FINANCE has 
always been the cornerstone cf the 
Rothschild empire, the family's 
considerable holdings in hotels and 
other real estate, mining, petroleum 
exploration, mutual funds, 
vineyards and other areas will keep 
it a major financial force. 
Nevertheless, the future of the 
house of Rothschild is uncertain. 

“It's a very open question that I 
can’t answer,” the baron said of the 
future. “I can’t tell if something 
which is as respectable and valuable 
as 'the House of Rothschild’ can 
survive or be revived.!’ 

It is not the first time the French 
Rothschilds, who descend from 
Meyer Rothschild, an early 19th- 
century German moneylender, have 
seen their domain eroded. 

In 1936, the leftist Popular Front 
deprived the Rothschilds of their 
extensive railroad holdings. In 1940, 
after German troops rolled into 
France, the Vichy Government of 


Marshal Philippe Petain confiscated 
the family’s fortune and stripped 
them of their citizenship after they 
fled , the country. 

After the war, the famfly rebuilt 
their prosperity in the banking 
world and expanded into other 
fields. 

‘The French Rothschilds com- 
mitted the error of believing they 
could evolve and develop with their 
times and in their country,” the 
baron said in a recent article in the 
Paris newspaper Le Monde. 

“Of the House of Rothschild, 
there will remain only a few 
morsels, perhaps nothing. Jews un- 
der Petain, pariahs under Mitter- 
rand — for me that is enough.”

ACCORDING to Guy de 
Rothschild, the family is giving 
thought to the future, including the 
possibility of buying back some of 
the non-banking subsidiaries of 
Banque de . Rothschild from' the 
government. 

“I consider that even these 
things...are still to a certain extent 
sideshows,” he said. “As the senior 
partner of this family, 1 would hate 


to see anything re-emerging that 
would tend to call itself Rothschild 
or the House of Rothschild if it 
wasn't good enough and dignified 
enough.” 

The baron's son, David, 39, who 
is chief executive officer of the 
bank, will remain long enough to ef- 
fect the transfer, after the 
nationalizations are completed. 

The government's programme to 
nationalize the entire credit sector 
“is a unique situation this side of the 
Iron Curtain,” the baron said. “It is 
an extremely Marxist q>proach.'' 

De Rothschild said French banks 
that had been previously 
nationalized operated in a com- 
petitive industry, retaining the out- 
look of private banking. 

“Once the industry has been 


nationalized and taken out of the 
competitive area, a lot of things will 
change. The whole approach to 
granting credit and to the risks of 
losses will change, because even if 
bad credits are granted, who cares, 
the government is behind it. And 
the government can't go broke.” 

The government says it is 
nationalizing the banks in order to 
direct credit and investment into 
areas it deems to be most in the 
public interest, not necessarily mosi 
profitable. It says this will increase 
production and create jobs. 

Can the nationalization program- 
me succeed? “I am a good citizen 
and a patriotic Frenchman, so 1 
hope it wiH,” de Rothschild said. 
“But I would like to be convinced.”

THE JEWS' of Redbridge are 
typical of British Jewiy. Forming 
one of the largest Jewish com- 
munities in the area, they live in a 
London borough close to the Green 
Belt in villas and semi-detached 
houses, surrounded by lilacs and 
forsythias. It is a landscape made 
familiar by tome of the British sit- 
coms we watch on Jordan television 
— and it is the environment in 
which most Jewish families in 
England now live. 

The Redbridge community was 
selected by the Research Unit of 
the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews for in-depth study, and the 
third report — by Barry A. Kosmin 
and Cares Levy — deals with the 
work and employment of suburban 
Jews. It is said to be the first in- 
depth study of the socio-economic 
position of British Jews. 

Redbridge's Jewish population is 
quite stable geographically, and 
nearly all those interviewed were 
born in the London area.. In con- 
trast to the stereotype of Jews as 
highly educated (especially 
characteristic of the UJS.)', over half 
the Jews of, Redbridge have no 
academic qualification; only 6 per 
cent have university degrees. There

is, however, a rising level of higher 
education among the young. 

Nearly two-fifths of the women 
are involved in economic activity; 
between the ages of 40 and 54, the 
percentage rises to two-thirds. A 
higher educational level is attained 
by males because women enter the 
full-time work force earlier, often to 
“subsidize” the education of their 
male peers. In general, there has 
been a major rise in female labour 
force participation over the past 
decade, reflecting the overall trend 
in Britain. 

An analysis of occupations 
reveals a very low percentage of the 
younger generation going into the 
same occupations as their parents 
or evert becoming involved in thd 
family business. There is a high 


degree of self-employment, com- 
prising one-third of Redbridge Jews 
compared with a national average 
of eight per cent. The self-employed 
are evenly divided between those 
who work alone and those who 
employ others (usually a small firm 
with up to 25 employees).- 
Job preference is for the distribu- 
tion and service fields, as opposed 
to the manufacturing sector. The 
uniformed services, the civil service 
and municipal jobs are shunned by 
Redbridge Jews. One rather surpris- 
ing statistic shows that by far the 
most favoured occupation is taxi- 
driving (nearly 11 per cent of 
household heads), followed by 
company directors (under eight per 
cent). 7CBdul~rrper ceoTare class- ” 
ified as manual workers, which is 


only one quarter of the national 
figure. 

The Jews had a low level of un- 
employment. (Although the infor- 
mation was gathered in 1978-79, it is 
unlikely that a population of this 
composition has been hit by the 
growing unemployment in propor- 
tion to its size.) The highest propor- 
tion of unemployed in any age 
group was 12 per cent, found among 
Jews between the ages of 15 and 19. 
But this applied only to the handful 
on the employment market — most 
of the Jewish males of this age 
remained students. Between the 
ages of 20 and 34, unemployment 
fell to zero. 

The Jews of Redbridge did not 
feel that the society at large was 
prejudiced or hostile. Only one- 
tenth, claimed that they or any of 
their family had encountered any 
anti-Semitism at work in recent 


years. 

A large number of individuals 
were engaged in voluntary work. 
This not only provided an important 
social role and -leisure time activity 
for many groups of people, but kept 
the Jewish co mmunity and its in- 
stitutions economical^ viable. 

Redbridge Jews also reported a 


high rate of economic activity after 
the official retirement age for men, 
but this was largely a result of their 
continuing self-employment. One 
interesting statistic shows that only 
a quarter of the Jews had visited 
Israel. 

The authors conclude their 
survey by stating chat the 
characteristics of Redbridge Jewry 
are typical of British Jewry as a 
whole. 

ALSO irt Britain, a recent article in 
the London Times , analysing the 
British youth rebellion, contained 
interviews with a number of 
“skinheads.” 

One of the oddest, it reported, 
was a 20 year old with a Mohican 
hair-do. He was described as “con- 
fused, but not ignorant or deprived: 
happily unemployed, he spends his 
days reading biographies and laying 
his hands on any drugs that are 
going.” 

Displaying a petulant hostility to 
nearly everybody, he was par- 
ticularly venomous towards some 
passing Orthodox Jews, taking the 
Sabbath air in North London. When 
the reporter questioned him on his 
vehemence, his reply was: “Well, 
you see, I'm a Reform Jew myself.”

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SOME TIME ago, I spent a few years in Italy, 
an experience that was a culinary delight, but 
served to ruin for me forever the 
overwhelming majority of Italian restaurants 
elsewhere in the world. 

Though I must stress at the outset that 
Italian food consists of a great deal more than 
just pasta, it is that g^rticular item which 
brings back the greatest feelings of longing. 
Long strands of spaghettini, thick round 
macaroni, flat fettucmi, plump little tortellini, 
in sauce, in soup, or perhaps best of all for 
one who truly loves pasta, with just fresh olive 
oil and a little grated cheese or garlic; just the 
names make my mouth water. 

It appears that I am not the only one to 
have been left with' an undying nostalgia for 
pasta. Beth Eloh, wife of author and colum- 
nist Amos Eton, has relived the four years she 
spent in her family’s farmhouse in Tuscany in 
Sefer Hapasta (“The Pasta Book,” Edanfm), 
and Sergio Molcho, whose family came to 
Livorno in the 16th century, has fpund that 
his Mama Mia restaurant has been so popular 
it was forced to move to larger quarters. 

Having invited myself to dinner at Beth 
Eton’s home in Jerusalem’s Wolfson Towers 
complex, ! arrived an hour early, accepted a 
glass of red wine and sat down in the kitchen 
to watch. At my request, she was making 
spaghettini all frutta di mare, a hearty dish in- 
corporating three different types of fish. 

Like Mama Mia, the cookbook is strictly 
kosher, and I was curious as to how the fish 
came out tasting like seafood. . 

As she simmered slices of haddock in white 
wine, Beth Eton told me that much of the in- 
spiration for writing the book came from a 
desire-to counter the growing Israeli tendency 
to appreciate only the expensive and impor- 
ted. Although she based her recipes on 
techniques learned in Italy, she was careful to 
stress ingredients which could be acquired 
fresh in Israel. 

It was in Tuscany, she said, where she lear- 
ned to appreciate the delicious quality of a 
vegetable picked only a short time before, 
along with freshly picked herbs and home- 
made olive oil and wine." Then, when she 
came back to Israel and visited the market, 
she saw the same vegetables and herbs and 
realized that they could be used to make the 
identical pasta dishes she loved so well. 

She was also lucky in returning just at a 
time when the local producers of pasta were 
improving their product, making it possible to 
serve spaghetti without first rinsing it in cold 
water. But she stressed that her experiments 
after she returned, and in turn the book, are 
based on what is available in Israel. One of 
her favourite recipes, for example, uses fresh 
dill, which is not to be found in Italy. 

In sharp contrast to her modem kitchen 
were the bags of fresh herbs, the demijohns of 
olive oil and the bottles of tomato preserves 
and pickled shallots that she keeps on hand. 
As a matter of preference, Eton said, she uses 
fresh tomatoes, and if she does use tinned 
ones, she drains off all the juice and drinks it 
separately, using only the pulp" for her sauce. 

As for cheese, we commiserated over the 
fact that the locally produced parmesan 
cheese is not adequately aged. Eton recom- 
mends kashkeval as a hard 'cheese and 
moldava as a soft cheese. 

Dinner itself consisted of the pasta with 
three fishes — haddock, tuna and anchovies 
— in a highly spiced tomato sauce, served on 
rustic hand-painted Tuscan china, followed 
by two salads, an ample cheese board and 
fruit. The wine, one of the more popular 
labels, was served from a beautiful cut glass 
carafe. 

AT MAMA MIA, one of Israel’s few Italian 
restaurants where the expertise comes 
straight across the Mediterranean and not by 
way of South America, Sergio was busy fixing 
the tiles at the entranceway to his new 
restaurant, located in Rehov Rabbi Akiva, a 
street that meanders parallel to Rehov Hillel, 
alongside Independence Park. With a bigger 
kitchen, more seating area and a large patio 
for warm weather, he felt sure rhat he would 
be able to handle the crowds that had been 
lining up for tables at the old location. 

A sign at the entrance announced that 
gnocchi was being served that day and Sergio 
told -me that he wanted to have a different .

Pizzas are made with a mixture 
of Gilboa and Emek, with the amounts 
varying “according to the .weather.” (More 
soft cheese is used in the winter.) . 

His pesto, for example, is made with par- 
sley, basil, garlic, anchovies, black olives; hot 
red peppers, black pepper, olive oil and par- 
mesan cheese. It is far more peppery than a ■ 
pesto genovese, he admits, but the pustomers 
like it. 

The ravioli is filled with a spinach mixture 
and the ragout is made with mushrooms. We- 
went into, the kitchen where the ragout was 
simmering over a tow fire, giving out a tan-, 
talizing aroma. He also showed me the sheets 
of pasta dough, made for the restaurant by the 
Nada bakery, according to a special recipe re- 
quiring an egg for every 100 grams of fiour. 

With a special machine, the dough is flat- 
tened and cut into fine strips for spaghetti alia 
chitarra or wide * strips for tagliatelil. 
Ironically, the machine was made in Argen-* 
tina. Sergio bought it from a would-be 
“Italian” restaurateur who went out of '

Others claim honey is good for 
the heart and lowers cholesterol 
while sugar raises it. Beehive 
workers say they never suffer from 
rheumatism. For a cold or flu there 
is nothing better than drinking li- 
quids with honey and lemon. 

Every part of honey, including 
the beehive, is medicinal and used 
extensively in cosmetics. Royal bee 
honey is associated with exag- 
gerated claims for longevity and 
youthful skin. Adding honey to any 
dish gives a wonderful colour and 
flavour. If honey is used in a cake 
instead of sugar, a little less liquid 


and a pinch of bicarbonate of soda 
is advisable. Naturalists advise 2 to 3 
tablespoons of honey a day. 

Aging people don’t feel thirsty 
and must make it a habit to imbibe 
liquids regularly. Honey in drinks 
will prevent constipation, drinking 
will prevent premature aging, 
strengthen the heart and prevent 
stress and mental upsets, and 
general exhaustion. A litre and a 
half of liquids, including fruit and 
vegetable juices, water and soup, 
wiU prevent dehydration. Don’t boil 
honey in drinks but add it to cold or 
hot drinks as boiling destroys the 
antibiotic value.

Put in a small pot 
three full tablespoons sugar and one 
or two tablespoons of honey and stir 
until melted. Add K kilogram 
sesame seeds and stir until slightly 
browned. Pour out onto a wooden 
board or marble slab wiped over 
with a margarine paper. Flatten and 
when lukewarm cut in squares. Can 
be decorated with a pecan. A varia- 
tion is to add a teaspoon of 
margarine and a pinch of baking 


soda before taking off the fire. 

Quick apple stew with peels 
Peeling apples is a waste of time, 
flavour and nutritive value. But how 
do you cook apples so that the skins 
don’t bother you? Slice thinly 4 
large apples. In a large frying pan 
put a tablespoon of oil, another of 
sugar or honey, a teaspoon of mixed 
spices and add the apples. Stir until 
apples are coated and add Vi cup of 
water. Cover and cook until liquid is 
absorbed (one minute). Remove 
from fire and chill. Wonderful as a 
pie filling or in a blintze, or as des- 
sert by itself or with ice cream. 
Turkish Almond Holiday Cake 
Grind 100 grams of almonds. 
Make a dough with 100 grams of 
margarine, 2 egg yolks, K cup of 


sugar, 50 grains of the ground al- 
monds and IK cups self-raising 
flour. Pat into a square greased pan 
20 x 20 cm. Make a rim around the 
edge. Cover the dough with a thin' 
layer of apricot jam, mixed, with a.

The Cremisan cellar was es- 
tablished in 1885 and at first only 
. produced wines for its own con- 
sumption. However, as its market 
grew the winery was enlarged and 
modernized and today it boasts 
some of the most modern wine- 
making machinery in the country. 

Apart from the Alicante grapes it 
uses for David's Tower, Cremisan 
works more than 500 tons of grapes 
a year and makes a wide range of 
red and white wines, brandy and 
wine vinegar. 

Some of the grapes are grown at 
two monasteries in the Bet Shemesh 
area, Beit Jamal and Sir Rafal, both 
of which used to produce their ow n 
wine but have stopped recently 
because they do not have compe- 
tent staJT. 

Grapes suitable for white wine 
are grown in the nearby hills sur- 
rounding Hebron but the red wine is 
made largely from grapes grown 
farther away. On the day I visited 
the winery, the director Father Lino 
Russo showed me the first pressing 
of the season from Carignan grapes. 

According to Father Russo a 
large part of the cellar's production 
is sold in the West Bank and ex- 
ported to Jordan. Cremisan has 
agents in Jerusalem, Jalfa and Haifa 
but does a very brisk trade of its 
own at the cellar itself which is sur- 
rounded by vineyards and pine 
forests on the slopes of a sleep w adt 
now overlooked by the new suburb 
of Gilo. 

There was a period soon after the 
1967 war when the convent allowed 
visitors to buy wine and picnic on 
the grounds. But the refuse left 
behind and repeated incidents of 
vandalism put an end to that. 

Father Russo says that Israelis 
are particularly fond of Cremisan's 
Marsala which is made with herbs 
imported from Italy. Marsala is a 
famous dessert wine named after a 
town on the southern tip of Sicily 
which is made by blending a dry 
wine with grape brandy and con- 
centrated grape juices. Once 
matured it is a deep amber coloured 
wine with a hint of burnt curumel in 
taste and a destinct bouquet. 

The sample 1 tasted was sweet 
and had an extremely nutty aroma. 
To the best of my knowledge true 
Marsala is not made with the addi- 
tion of herbs but a food expert as- 
sures me that Cremisun's Marsala is 
more than adequate when it comes 
to preparing some of the classic 
Italian dishes such as scaloppine al 
Marsala. Incidentally a nice 
vegetable dish is carrots cooked in a 
glass or two of Marsala. 

Another wine I tasted was a 1973 
Rosso Vecchio, a dry red which was 
unfortunately disappointing. 

. Cremisan is well worth visiting 
and some of its wines pleasant and 
good value at prices that range from , 
less. than , *1S20 L to .IS30 a bottle!.

Here is a soup which 1 was 
impressed with the other evening 
when I tried it at the “Pie House" 
Restaurant at 5 Horkanos St., in 
Jerusalem. Han Sibony, one of the 
owners, told me that the recipe hails 
from his homeland Morocco, where 
the Arab population enjoys it in out- 
door cates, especially on holidays 
such as Ramadan. Even though it 
takessome pre-planning, and cooks 
for quite a while on the stove, it is 
not a lot of work. Don’t be fooled 
by its lack of varied spices into 
thinking it bland.-The blend of fresh 
herbs and body-giving ingredients 
give it quite a specific taste.

Add 
chick peas and their water, all meat 
and bone ingredients and lentils. 
Add about three limes as much 
water as there are solid ingredients. 
Add some salt and black pepper and 
bring to boil. Simmer for about 4-6 
hours or until chick peas are lender. 
Check from time to time and add 
more water if very thick. 


Meanwhile, cook vermicelli noo- 
dles until al dente in boiling salted 
water. Drain, rinse with cold water 
and set aside. Beat eggs. Beat in 
flouri Add 4emon juice and ft cup 
water and mix thoroughly. Beat this 
into soup. Return to simmer and 
cook for about 15 minutes more. 
Remove meat and bones. Cut meat 
into bite-sized pieces and return to 
soup, adding noodles as well. Han 
said that only at this point does the 
soup take on a flavour, and that you 
should adjust the taste to your liking 
with- salt, pepper and additional 
lemon juice if desired. 

This soup should be of medium- 
thick consistency and is better left a 
day in the refrigerator before 
eating. This recipe will give you 
enough to freeze for coming meals 
so I suggest you make it the “Pie 
House” way, without the vermicelli. 
However, Han insisted that I in- 
clude it in the recipe, for fear of of- 
fending the soup's Moroccan 
heritage.

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Laws meant to protect the public were passed before inflation 

Buyer helpless as builder bankrupt 


A working man, let us call him 
Yitzhak, who held down two jobs, 
both involving manual labour, saved 
up enough money to exchange his 
flat in Or-Akiva for one in Hadera, 
near his place of employment. 

He signed a contract with a 
builder, and timed the saleofhisold 
flat to coincide with the completion 
of the new, as fixed in the contract. 

Yitzhak, together with bis wife 
and daughter, had been looking 
forward to the move for years. 
Homes in Hadera are more expen- 
sive than in Oi-Akiva. He had ac- 
cumulated the sum necessary to 
bridge the difference — not by in- 
dulging in stock market operations. 
Yitzhak had earned every agora by 
the sweat of his brow, working from 
dawn to dusk. Now his efforts 
looked like being rewarded. 

But to his bitter disappointment, 
it turned out differently. The 
builder in Hadera has run out of 
funds and cannot finish the job. The 
edifice stands empty with no 
progress in construction. Yitzhak is 
without a flat. He was better joff six 
months ago. The home he owned 
then now belongs to somebody else. 
He lives in temporary rented 
premises. 

What had gone wrong? The con- 
tract was signed in 1978 before the 
latest frenzied surge in the cosl-of- 
living index, and the purchase price 
was innocently denominated in 
Israel pounds, unlinked. Building 
costs soared. The contractor found 
that he could not meet his commit- 
ments. 

Yitzhak was not the only 
purchaser affected. Twenty-two 
flats were due to go up, all found 
takers who put their savings into the 
venture. Now they have no money 
and no flat They claim bitterly that 
the contractor was slow on the job. 
Had he built more rapidly the value 
of his money would not have 
depreciated so much. 

The registrar of building contrac- 
tors in the housing ministry agrees 
that the builder has let his 
customers down. His offence is 
serious and his name has been 
removed from the list of approved 
building contractors. He is not en- 
titled to build for sale any more. 

That does not help Yitzhak and 
his 21 partners in distress. How 
could the authorities allow such a 
thing to happen? The purchasers 
were not investing speculatively in a 
profit-making enterprise, win or 
lose. They were doing what 
everybody has to do — seeking a 
roof over their heads. Is there no 
protection for the ordinary citizen 
against such terrible mishaps? . 

There is, states the housing”’ 
ministry: it is embodied in laws

designed to prevent flat-buyers from 
running their head into a brick wall. 
Several provisions exist. The one 
which concerns us here requires 
that payments to a building contrac- 
tor be guaranteed by a bank, or 
secured by- a mortgage on the land 
and property, or covered by an in- 
surance company. 

This was not done. According to 
the lawyer who drew up the con- 
tract, the purchasers did not want 
the extra cost of “buying” the war- 
ranty. Strictly speaking they had no 
choice, their failure to attend to this 
matter is a breach of the law, and 
the learned advocate should not 
have let them get away with it. 

Incidently the law itself is 
deficient. Those who drew it up did 
not foresee the plight of rocketing 
prices. The guarantees that the law 
has made mandatoiy are themselves 
unlinked which, under the present 
conditions of three-figure inflation 
annually, makes them not very- 
useful. 

All the same, the purchasers 
could have bought a linked 
guarantee at their own initiative. 
But that would have been expen- 
sive. The housing authorities do. not 
want to make such a high cost 
obligatory in law, for fear of swell- 
ing apartment prices. 

The expense is indeed heavy if 
the client is sure that his contractor 
is totally reliable and cannot fail. In 
that case the sureties are 
superfluous, and their cost is indeed 
a burden. But the building trade is 
known to be volatile. In good limes 
contractors make a fortune, in bad 
times they are the first to default. 
The 22 customers in Hadera took a 
risk, and fell on their noses. 

What are they (o do now? The 
routine answer is, petition for 
bankruptcy. That has disadvan- 
tages. The court will appoint a li- 
quidator, who — again — costs 
money. The liquidator will sell the 
builder's assets for what they can 
fetch. The money realized from this 
sale goes to the builder's creditors, 
but in what order of priority? 

Had the fiat-buyers taken a 
mortgage on the building land, as 
they were supposed to, they would 
be in a prefen-ed position. As it is. 
the builder in all probability took 
loans from the bank, and the bank 
is sure to have underpinned its ad- 
vances with a lien on the property: 
so it will come first, and then there 
are the suppliers and sub- 
contractors.. « 

What is 1 left will go to the 
householders. It is likely to be less 


than the replacement cost of the 
half-finished building. 

A belter way out might be 
mobilize another contractor 
complete the job. The defaulting 
builder will almost certainly agree 
and a bank might help with bridging 
loans. Yitzhak and his neighbours 
will have to find the extra money 
but then they did not pay as much 
for the transaction as they might 
have done, had the various instal 
meats of the original purchase-price 
been linked, say, to the index of 
building costs. 

There is a moral to this talc, say 
the housing authorities 
Constructing a block of flats is a big 
undertaking and proper precautions 
have to be adopted. If you want to 
commission a housing job, check 
first with the Registrar of Building 
Contractors in Jerusalem about (he 
builder you have in mind: what are 
his credentials, have any complaints 
been submitted against him? 

U p till recently you could find out 
from the registrar what is each con- 
tractor's rating in financial terms 
that is, how big a project he can be 
trusted with. This categorization has 
been dropped, owing — once more 
— to inflation. It should be 
restored. 


Insure the money you lay out and 
link the policy to the price index, so 
that you are certain to get your in- 
itial outlay back at its true value if 
things go wrong. You would be 
securing a double check: the 
guarantor would undoubtedly make 
sure that the contractor is a reliable 
entrepreneur. 

There is no reason why such 
linked guarantee should be over - 
expensive. Bankruptcies are, as 
happens, few and far between, at 
least so long as there is no serious 
economic recession. The govern- 
ment ought to introduce a special 
insurance scheme with moderate 
charges, reflecting true costs. 

The lawyers who draw up these 
contracts should make it dear to 
the signatories that the law must be 
observed. It is not enough to insert a 
clause into the text of the contract 
that payments shall be linked. The 
lawyer must knock it into his 
clients' heads that the clause means 
what it says. He must explain to 
them why the government finds it 
necessary to obligate flat-buyers to 
protect their own interests. 

Yitzhak and his fellow-victims 
should have been briefed by the 
lawyer who took their fee that the 
best of contracts can be broken, 
that safeguards are necessary, that 
no investment is absolutely sure, not 
even one in bricks and mortar — 
until the completed asset is safely in 
the buyer’s hands. 


Dead Sea Works to drill for gas near Sdom

.ten kilometres from the Dead Sea 
Works, near Neot Hakikar. Drilling 
will be to a depth of about 2,500 
metres, and this will be the first pro- 
ject in a series in the same area. 

Some S2m. has been earmarked 
for the project, of which Hana will 
supply 54 per cent; the Dead Sea 
Works 25 per cent, Paz 6 per cent. 
Lapidot. 6 per cent, Delek 5 per 
cent. The remaining 4 per cent 
comes from a private investor.

Krupp fund prize to Israeli 


solar energy researcher

TEL AVIV. — Dr. Zvi Tabor, who 
has often been called the “ Father of 
Solar Energy Research in Israel,’* 
was on Friday awarded a 
DM100,000 (about IS650.000) Energy 
Prize for his achievements in the 
field of solar energy. Tabor, who 
heads the Scientific Research Foun- 
dation in Jerusalem, was one of five 
persons, receiving this semi-annual 
prize awarded by the Alfried Krupp 
von Bohlen und Halbach Founda- 
tion, of Essen. West Germany. 

He is the first Israeli to be 
honoured by the Krupp Founda- 
tion, whose awards have been 
termed the Nobel prizes in the field 
of energy. The actual award was 
made by Berhold Beitz, who heads 
the Krupp Foundation. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here yesterday. Tabor noted that 
solar energy is playing an ever more 
important role in Israel, and by the 
year 2,000 should supply about one- 
quarter of the country's needs. 

“Not only will solar collectors 
heat water and homes — and cool 
them in the summer — but the 
soiar ponds at the Dead Sea should 
by the end of this century provide 
about Z000 megawatts (about equal 


to the country’s present electricity 
consumption)." At the same time, he 
said, the use of oil will drop rapidly, 
while that of coal will rise “until the 
two will cost about the same for each 
unit of energy they produce,” he 
said. 

As for the Dead Sea project, he 
noted that the pilot plant was 
already producing 150 kilowatts, 
and that the major project at Kalya 
which wjl] produce sotn'e 15 
megawatts, should be finished 
within one year. This project is 
based on exploiting the heat dif- 
ferences at various levels of water 
over an area of 400 square dunams. 

The idea of tapping this source of 
energy was first outlined by Dr. 
Rudy Bloch, but the actual develop- 
ment of the project was handled by 
Dr. Tabor and the Ormat Turbines 
Company, of Yavne. 

Tabor has also devised other 
devices that save or create energy. 
These include a special method of 
exploiting electric batteries to 
power vehicles, so that they can ac- 
celerate quickly, and a type or 
domestic boiler which is so con- 
structed that only a small portion of 
its contents can be heated in order 
to supply enough water for a 
shower, and not the entire boiler. 


Man rejected job, court refuses dole 


An unemployed person who is 
not actively looking for work is not 
entitled to unemployment insurance 
allowances, the National Labour 
Court said on Monday. 


The court gave this ruling in a 
leading judgment ( in Which St re- 
jected an unempfoyedbobickeeper's 
demand for the unemployment in- 
surance benefits which are paid by 
the National Insurance Institute. 


The bookkeeper had been fired 
from the civil service and refused 
one job offered by his local labour 
exchange — “suitable work” for a 
person with his qualifications. He 


was offered a second job but 
refused to take it so long as he was 
not given unemployment pay for the 
time he had been out of work. The 
labour exchange refused to grant 
him the allowance and the man ap- 
pealed to the tyationaLLabour 
Court which also-rejected his 'argu- 
ment. 

The court said he could not gel 
the money because he had not ac- 
tively looked for “suitable work," as 
the court believed he would have 
done had there been no unemploy- 
ment insurance. The court did not 
define what constituted “suitable 
work." (Ilim) 


Work sanctions cause Nesher to import cement 


Post Economic' Reporter 
Industry Minister Gideon Patl 
yesterday demanded that the 
Nesher Cement Works import im- 
mediately the quantities of cement 
needed to cover the present shor- 
tages caused by work sanctions at 
the company's Hartuv plant. 

Hartuv has not supplied 
customers with cement for two 
weeks, since the sanctions started. 


The plant usually supplies about 
one third of the country's total de- 
mand. The Nesher plants at Haifa 
and Ramie have rescheduled their 
deliveries to cover the areas nor- 
mally supplied from Hartuv, but an 
overall shortage is being felt. 
Cement consumption is about 

9.000 tons a month. The slowdown 
at Hartuv has reduced supplies to 

6.000 tons.

IT SEEMS LIKELY that the government will reject the Europeans’ 
consent to participate in the Sinai Multinational Force, because of 
the terms set out by the four would-be participants, Britain, France, 
Holland and Italy- If that is to be the government’s decision, it will 
be widely supported in the country. 

The four, performing prodigious feats of logical and syntactical 
acrobatics, have insisied on linking their proposed modest involve- 
ment in the Sinai force to their 1980 ’’Venice Declaration” with its 
call for PLO involvement in the peace process. They insisted on doing 
so. despite Prime Minister Begin's repeated warnings that Israel 
could not accept this linkage. 

Israel did not delude itself into thinking that the Europeans’ par- 
ticipation in the MFO would imply, or bring about a change in their 
policy towards the Middle East conflict. Nor did Israel ask for any 
such pretence to be made by the four would-be participants. 

All it sought was the blandest of statements indicating that the four 
countries' contingents were being sent to the MFO in order to par- 
ticipate in the purposes for which the MFO was to be established un- 
der the Israel-Egypt peace treaty. 

Any assurances to the Arabs that there was no backsliding here, 
that Europe remained committed to the Venice principles, could be 
made by the Europeans, in Israel's contention, without derogating 
from this simple proposition. 

What happened in practice was that the British Foreign Secretary, 
Lord Carrington, first tried a rather silly provocation, and then, when 
that was slapped down by Washington, achieved the same end by a 
process of diplomatic deviousness that was demeaning for Israel, but 
more so for Britain itself and for the other EEC governments who 
seemed to follow London's lead unquestioningly. 

The provocation was Lord Carrington's repeated assertion that the 
EEC contingents to the MFO would help ’’supervise” Israel’s 
withdrawal. This was both insulting to Israel — after all, the purpose 
of the MFO is to ensure Israel's security after its withdrawal from 
Sinai — and also specious. The MFO only assumes its functions once 
the withdrawal is completed. 

Lord Carrington succeeded, however, in arousing a heated 
response from Premier Begin — which in turn made the diplomatic 
contacts over acceptable wording all the more difficult, and made the 
Arab rejectionists all the more demanding and vociferous in their 
pressure against the EEC’s participation in the force. 

After a public dressing down from U.S. Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig. Lord Carrington appears to have resorted to what can only 
be called an unsophisticated ruse. 

On Sunday the ambassadors of the four presented a document to 
Israel (and Egypt) announcing their agreement to participate in the 
MFO in terms that were acceptable to Israel. Israel was given to un-. 
derstand that a second document, in the name of all ten. would be 
harder for Jerusalem to stomach, and there would also be separate 
statements by the four governments whose content would be even 
more unpalatable. But these latter not need be regarded as part of 
the “puckage” of international documents — and therefore need not 
arouse Israel's ire. 

A day later all the statements were released in one fell swoop. The 
Foreign Office Minister, addressing- the House of Commons, did not 
differentiate between the original document of thg faqr presented to 
Israel and Egypt the day before, and his government's assertion, inter 
alia, that the EEC’s participation in the MFO “follows from" the 
Declaration of Venice. 

What was presented to Israel as two separate statements was 
presented to the British Parliament, and to the rest of the world (par- 
ticularly the Arab world) as one single whole. Worse still, the state- 
ment by the British minister to parliament was issued simultaneously 
and identically in Paris, Ro'me and The Hague. 

How can Israel be expected to regard this statement as an internal 
political clarification by each of the four governments — and not part 
of the official "package" — when the British minister himself made 
no such distinction? 

All in all, there is no cause for gratification — even among those 
Israelis who may have secretly hoped all along that the MFO would 
not include EEC countries. 

Firstly, the episode was bound to generate friction between 
Jerusalem and Washington, at a time when Jerusalem could well do 
without it. Hie Americans, while cleaving to their commitment to 
establish and maintain a multinational force for Sinai no matter who 
else does or doesn't join, do not hide their deep desire to have their 
European allies in. too. 

Secondly, there is the Sneaking feeling, supported by a heavy 
weight of evidence, that the anticipated Israeli rejection of the EEC’s 
ostensible readiness to participate in the MFO is precisely the out- 
come that Lord Carrington was hoping and striving for. 

Aridor’s antics 

SUPPLY-SIDE economics has not yet proved itself in the country 
where that gospel was invented, the U.S. Even one of its ex officio 
apostles, U.S. Budget Director David Stockman, recently voiced 
some heretical doubts about it. 

Not so. it seems, in Israel. The Israel version of Reaganomics has 
been a smashing success — provided, of course, one looks no further 
than the statistics which Finance Minister Yoram Aridor and his of- 
ficials quote from time to time with adroit selectivity. 

Indeed, a choice selection of statistics can be made to support the 
claim of success. Inflation has been brought down from 130-140 per 
cent a year to — it is hoped — 100 per cent. Wages have gone up, and 
so has private consumption — by a whopping 14 per cent. Unemploy- 
ment has not gone up, but exports have. Imports, to be sure, have 
gone up more — and would be higher still were it not for the fall in oil 
prices — but the worsening of the payments balance is tolerable. 

Most important, the gross national product will grow, not by 3 per 
cent, as the Treasury originally predicted,’ but by 5 per cent. As a 
result, lax revenues have gone up while tax rates have been lowered 
— exactly as predicted by supply-side economics. 

It was all done, not with mirrors, but with subsidies. And if one 
ignores the longer-term effect of those, the success has been such 
that our budget director, Ya’acov Gadish, has no doubts like those of 
his American colleague. His explanatory notes to his request for ad- 
ditional appropriations — in effect a supplementary budget — tabled 
in the Knesset Finance Committee on Monday unequivocally at- 
tribute the growth in the gross national product to the Treasury's 
policy of subsidization. 

The success is so complete that it manages to square the circle. Tax 
reductions and subsidies have boosted incomes and consumption, 
which have stimulated output and incomes, so that the government 
got more tax revenue than it expected. This being so. the Treasury re- 
quests authorization for spending still more money. The more it 
spends on subsidies, the more it will be able to spend on them. 

However, the success is still more complete. President Reagan 
may have difficulties, just now, with the U.S. Congress over' further 
budget cuts — to the point where government officials have been or- 
dered to stop spending money for lack of budget appropriations. Our 
finance minister has no such difficulties when he wants to spend more 
money, for he has found a way not only to escape Knesset plenary 
debate of the present supplementary budget, but more. He can cir- 
cumvent the need to submit any budget for principal legislation by 
the full Knesset. 

Article 3 of the Budget Law, which has never been used, empowers 
the Knesset Finance Committee to authorize additional expen- 
ditures to cover price increases for budget programmes already ap- 

Aridor is trying to twist that to cover appropriating more 
money through a supplementary budget, for increased subsidies. 

This of course, is simply a bald attempt to avoid taking the matter 
to the Knesset plenum where, in debate, it would be exposed to 
public scrutiny. It is thus an assault on a basic principle of the 

democratic process. . ’ A . . .

A matter of time 

There is an urgent need to provide adequate shelters for northern 
towns, writes YOSEF GOELL. 


IT IS sadly true that one 
of the most effective ways — 
and in some cases the only way — ' to 
get the government to move on 
many issues is to strike. Despite the 
public's cynical resignation to this 
fact of life, the need to resort to 
similar demonstrative action in 
cases where the need for govern- 
ment action is so glaringly self- 
evident still comes as a distinct 
shock. 

The latest case in point is that of 
the failure to provide money for the 
construction of reinforced shelters 
against bombardment for the 
schools in Nahariya. That northern 
coastal town came under heavy 
PLO artiUfery and Katyusha fire 
from Lebanon last July, as did 
Kiryat Shmona and other northern 
border settlements. 

In the case of Kiryat Shmona, at 
least, that bombardment led to the 
virtual temporary abandonment of 
the town. Nahariyans held on. 
however, despite the fact that 
several residents were killed in the 
barrages. 

Last week the director-general of 
the -Prime Minister’s Offfice, 
Matityahu Shmuelevitz, told a 
Knesset committee that one of the 
major reasons Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin ordered a cease- 
fire last July before the army 
manged to silence the sources of 
PLO fire was that the civilians ex- 
posed to the PLO barrages lacked 
proper protection. 

THE UN RESOLUTION equating , 
Zionism with racism ushered in a 
new era of ideological, political and 
propaganda warfare against 
Zionism. 

The Jewish. Zionist and Israeli 
response was expressed in two ways: 
protest demonstrations throughout 
the world condemning the resolution 
as a new anti-Semitic libel, and 
complaints about “the neglect of 
proper Zionist hasbara." The joint 
committee for Zionist hasbara af- 
fairs of the Foreign Ministry and the 
World Zionist Organization noted: 
“Only limited attention has been 
devoted to the ideological origins of 
Zionism, its role in the rebirth of 
Israel as a solution for the universal 
Jewish problem.

Here, a multiple error was made 
by the Jewish hasbara leadership. In 
the first place, the danger of anti-

skilfully presented as a reincarna- 
tion of classic anti-Semitism. In do- 
ing so. the Jewish establishment’ 
misunderstood, and even blurred, 
the singularity of the new danger 
facing the Jewish people. 

Secondly, they were naive in

A day later, Chief of Staff 
Rafael Ehan confirmed that PLO

The Mayor of Nahariya, 
Ephraim Sharir, finally took the ex- 
treme step of shutting down all the 
schools in Nahariya to try to break 
the bottleneck in the government 
bureaucracy that has so far 
prevented anything from, being 
done. The problem, as usual, is 
money. 

The Treasury has said that it is 
not opposed to building the needed 
shelters in Nahariya as long as the ' 


ministiy which is ready to accord 
top priority to that previously un- 
budgeted expenditure is prepared to 
allocate funds from, its own budget. 
Naturally neither the Defence 
Ministry, nor. the Education 
Ministiy has sees, fit to do that. 

While the officials in the relevant 
bureaucracies in Jerusalem and 
their political masters play the game 
of seeing who can stare down the. 
other, Nahariya children remain un- 
protected. 

WHAT IS in question is 1,200 
square metres of shelter space and 
the replacement of 26 schoolrooms, 
which are today housed in wooden 
shacks, by hard construction that 
would provide minimal protection 
from shrapnel. The cost is estimated 
at about IS95 million. 

Mayor Sharir has voiced the 
hope to The Jerusalem Post that a ' 
Budget Bureau representative will 
be in Nahariya today to see what 
can be done. As a political infighter, 
he clearly does not want to go 
further than that when- Treasury of- 
ficials have finally condescended to 
actually come to Nahariya. But the 
situation cries out to heaven. 

The problem' is not only a matter 
of money that translates into lives. 
There is also a time factor involved; 
it takes at least six months to com- 
plete a shelter, even in these days 
when construction companies are 
not fully employed. It is far from 
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certain, however, that the PLO {pm?, 
ners -are ready to play the; same- 
game that the .Treasury, . Defence 
and Education people in Israel arc 
playing. Southern Lebanofc could, 
well erupt before the Jerusalem .
